Gang, 


Well, I managed to do this meter building thing without melting the front 
of the meter or losing all the parts or a bunch of other nasty things 
that could have happened to me on the Group W bench. 


Here's the deal: I came across a CB cross-needle wattmeter (Workman 
HP202S) what was pretty good if I wanted to watch the needles bounce 
between 26 and 30 MHz. It had one of those chunk of copper clad type RF 
bridges that I have used a hundred times but which are always more 
trouble 'n they're worth ‘cause they're frequency-sensitive. 


So I took that out. 


Then I moved one of the S0239 connectors next to the other one & started 
mounting parts. It actually came out pretty logical. Well, as logical as 
I could get on strong coffee, a shot of amaretto & a pecan sticky-bun for 
breakfast. I think I took a nap in there somewhere. Or else I went to the 
meat market or something. 


Anyway, after I got it hosed up, not only was the meter calibrated right 
without having to fiddle with the six little pots on the meter 
calibration/switch board, but it actually worked pretty good. Pretty 
well. It worked pretty well. 


But . . . there were one-each 1uF across the bypass for the DC lines 
going to the meter. I left them off my version & found out why they was 
in there: it makes the meter hang a little when the RF comes and goes. 
Which keeps 'em needles from slappin' around too much if'n I use that 
there beepy-ditty-bop Morse key thingie. 


And it actually worked pretty well on 6m, as far as SWR & meter 
sensitivity & calibration goes. I even tried it on 2m & was only stalled 
by the fact I ain't got a VHF dummy load (other 'n the 2m antennas in the 
attic). I've got another one of these meters (supposedly for 6m, 2m & 
70cm) that I may actually look at. It has one of those chunk of copper 


clad like the 't'other'n but I think it works ok for my needs as it is. 
Another learning experience.

Lloyd, this is very similar to the counterpoise/radial system I use on my 
K1 for portable ops. I have four 32 ft wires and two 16 ft wires connected 
to common point, so that they can all lay on the ground, and a 30" wire 
that comes up to the chassis/return on the K1. Works great. Electrically, 
the 30" wire becomes part of the vertical radiator, with the feedpoint 


offset slightly from ground (with very little effect on impedance, and none 
on radiation pattern).

I'm writing to strongly object to Broadband Internet over Powerline 
(A.K.A.: BPL) implementation in its present form. While the High Frequency 


(HF) spectrum will definitely be affected in the immediate area, HF 
propagation will allow this interference to affect large areas, possibly 
affecting communications outside the United States. HF users affected will 
be the Military, Government, Air Traffic Control, Amateur Radio Emergency 
Communications, Military Affiliate Radio Service (MARS) stations and Public 
Safety users in the VHF-Lo band, a definite detriment to public safety, 
especially when Homeland Security is considered. For a very clear example 
of how severe this interference actually radiates, please see the American 
Radio Relay League video (using NIST calibrated equipment to document the 
interference) at http://www.arrl.org/tis/info/HTML/plc/. 


In addition, many American businesses manufacture and/or sell HF 
equipment, including transceivers, antennas, software, transmission 
systems, and tower equipment. A severe HF spectrum compromise such as BPL 
will cause many of these businesses to fold or at the least lose a large 
customer base due to drastically reduced consumer demand if BPL is 
implemented. This translates directly to lost jobs and possibly more 
Americans on the unemployment lines instead of working and paying taxes. 
These companies include: SGC Corporation in Bellevue, Washington; MFJ 
Enterprises in Starkville, Mississippi; Cushcraft Corporation in 
Manchester, New Hampshire; M2 Antenna Systems in Fresno, California; Alpha 
Delta Communications in Manchester, Kentucky; Ten-Tec Corporation in 
Sevierville, Tennessee; RF Parts in San Marcos, California; GAP Antenna 
Products in Fellsmere, Florida; Texas Towers in Plano, Texas; as well as 
VHF-Lo manufacturers Motorola, General Electric, and many others. 


Some technical aspects: 

- HF communication requires a transceiver and antenna at each end of the 
communications circuit. No intermediate equipment such as satellites, 
repeaters, etc. is required. BPL will compromise the critical backup link 
when these intermediate links fail again. 

- AS a military member, I have frequently used HF communications when 
other mediums have failed. This includes satellites and repeaters. HF was 
the only path to communicate. I am very much against compromising this 
reliable backup system by implementing BPL when my life and other military 
members' lives might be at stake. HF has allowed critical communications to 
be passed when other systems simply didn't work. 

- While some power companies work very hard to eliminate interference to 
other licensed services, FCC enforcement letters clearly indicate that many 
do not. Adding BPL to the current interference problems will not help. 

- The Amateur Radio Service voluntarily contributes at any time to 
protection of life and property when called upon. This is evidenced by the 
National Weather Service (NWS) installing an Amateur radio station at the 
National Hurricane Center in Florida. Amateur Radio also has a documented 
history of public service in disasters such as hurricanes, wildfires, 
earthquakes, snowstorms, tornados, floods, and chemical spills. Amateur 
Radio operators are so highly recognized by civil leaders that many nuclear 
power plants and local Emergency Operations Centers have incorporated 


Amateur Radio into their disaster plans. These services are provided at no 
charge by highly skilled and trained "hams". This extremely valuable 
resource will be severely compromised by being unable to reliably and 
effectively utilize the HF spectrum if BPL is implemented. Homeland 
Security officials recognize Amateur Radio's contribution and have made 
Amateur Radio a vital link in Homeland Security. 

For these reasons BPL should NOT be implemented in its present form. The 
future may hold technological improvements allowing its use, but the 
current excessive economic, interference, and public safety cost is too 
exponentially disastrous to calculate. Homeland Security is much too vital 
to risk compromising with a service that is already met by many other means 
and means and has demonstrated such extremely high interference to a vital 
National Resource (the HF Spectrum) .

Nick, I vaguely recall (as usual) a scheme for protecting polarized 
Capacitors used back to back to use in non polarized circuits. Each 
capacitor needs to be shunted by a diode (probably rectifier type is 
okay) that is forward biased when its parallel capacitor starts to be 
reverse biased. I believe the crossover between the two capacitors is a 
region where the capacitance decreases to half of either capacitor 
(they're both equal) then increases as the opposite diode forward 

biases. This looks like a source of crossover distortion to me, (this 
starts to sound like a spice transient analysis simulation project) but it 
will prevent the deadly reverse bias of tantalums, especially. These guys 
get mad enough to explode if they have too much reverse bias, and 
overheat in a hermetic can. I don't know whether Al or newer organic-Al 
Capacitors are as fussy. A tantalum is considered to be especially 
noteworthy if it is rated to withstand as much as 3V. reverse bias. The 
idea presented earlier in this thread about forward biasing both series 
caps using a relatively high value biasing resistor sounds good to me.

Folks, 

I need to set the record straight. The first issue of the "Homebrewer" has an 
article about the AZ ScQRPion Class-E transmitter. The subtitle of the article 
(subtitle was added by the editor) mentions that you can achieve up to 95% 
efficiency. While some designers of Class-E transmitters have reported 
efficiencies as high as 95%, the AZ ScQRPions transmitter does not achieve that 
lofty figure. I have built one that measures 92%. Dan Tayloe (the other designer 
of the kit) has one which achieves 88%. I have found typical values for the kit 
are more like 80-85% - not bad for a pair of T092 devices. If we compare this 
Class-E design to the more common Class-C designs we see in most of our QRP 
equipment, the Class-E design wins hands down. Many of the Class-C designs 
struggle to achieve 50% efficiency! I believe that Class-E is the way of the 
future - especially for battery operated equipment. So, if you decide to build 
the little transmitter, you can expect 80-85%. ! 

If you happen to get a really good pair of devices, maybe you will see 90%. 
Either way, it is a whole lot better than Class-C.

I can't speak to 160 meters, but I modified my BLT 
to work on 80 meters with a half-wave end-fed wire. 
I experimented with adding capacitance across each 
of the variable capacitors. I ended up adding 

150 pF to one of them and 300 pF to the other -- 
sorry, I can't remember which was which. I placed 
a small DPDT center-off switch on the front panel 
where the LED would normally go, and used one position 
to switch in the extra caps. The other position is 
available for future needs... I moved the LED to 

a position above one of the variable caps. This is 
in the original case made of PCB material. 


To get a decent range of tuning on 160 meters, you 
probably need to add a few turns to the toroid. If 
you wind tightly with the wire provided, there's 
probably room for a couple more turns. You'll still 
probably need to add capacitance too.

and bad public policy: blah blah blah"). It can be general ("Many 
commenters have suggested...") It can be in support ("The ARRL has filed 


comments and I want to add my voice in support of their research, tests and 
position in this matter.")

Have been fooling with class E circuits for awhile, but mostly on 
the lab bench - not so much into real tuners, transmission lines, and 
antennas. 

I suspect that class-E may be fussy about load conditions. 

Any feedback you get about blown finals would be worthy of noting. 
Do finals fail from thermal overload? Or over-voltage spikes? 

Are zeners effective in protecting class-E finals? What SWR is 
acceptable to class-E finals? 

Actual user experience is vital in answering these kinda questions. 


About efficiency, 

Claims of over 90% apply ONLY to what's called "collector 
(or drain) efficiency". That tells a lot about power dissipation of 
the final amp, but not all. It doesn't include drive power. 

Gain of class-E stages is considerably less than class-C. 
Stage efficiency includes power consumed in the input matching 
circuits, as well as the base-emitter (or gate-to-source) drive. 
Stage efficiency is always lower than those 90% figures. 
Mid 80% is doing quite well. 
And since more drive is required for class-E, driver stages before 
the final work harder, resulting in overall rig efficiency even lower. 
Drive stages are sometimes class-A, which really bites into power 
budget. 
Overall transmitter efficiency (RF power into load vs. DC power into 
rig) in the 70% ballpark is pretty good - a class-E final sure helps 
to get there.
